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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The issues raised by the substantial amendments to the claims and the specification would involve more than a 
cursory consideration and/or search, i.e., they require new interpretation, new search and/or review of the applied prior art in order to 
determine the patentability of the claims or whether new matter has been included. Furthermore, Applicant's Remarks/Arguments 
essentially call upon the examiner to continue to make an additional search for prior art, as it is argued that the currenly applied art is 
overcome. 

In particular, Applicant contends that the invention constitutes a contribution over the art because light water can be used as both a 
coolant and a moderator, while the prior art requires that heavy water be used as the moderator. However, it is not clear what novel aspect 
of the reactor construction sets the claimed invention apart from BWR and CANDU technology known in the art. For instance, the core of 
a typical BWR advantageously includes both new and used fuel, the distinction between "used" and "spent" fuel being arbitrary and 
subject to change. Moreover, recitations directed to coolant, which is a fluid that is worked upon by the apparatus, are effectively method 
limitations and do not lend patentability to the claims. A CANDU may use heavy water as a moderator, thus functioning in a completely 
different capacity (i.e., considerably lower power or negative power production) than a typical CANDU, but nevertheless encompassing 
the claimed invention. The claims must actively claim the component or system that enables the invention to use light water while 
maintaining a nonobvious power rating in order for a limitation regarding the coolant to be relevant to patentability.
